Woanuwros, D. 0L Oct 20.— Tbe on- 
noal report of Dr, McDonald, Superinten- 
dent of the Money Order Bureau for the 
year ended June 30, lS8ii, shows that there 
were 8,807,556 orders issued during the 
year from the 5,U27 money order offices of 
the country. The total aaioiint of domes- 
tic money orders .sxned was $1 17, o t l.L' <1 , 
and of international orders $7,717,832. 
The gross revenues from domestic and 
international money orders amounted to 
$■1,1 ltt.l'J, and the net revenue, after de- 
ducting expenses paid from appropria- 
tions amounted to $15'),10L The postal 
note, Superintendent McDonald reports, 
has been ouite extensively employed by 
the public siuce the inception 
of the system. At the New York 
postofhee, from September 3 to 
October 2dth, of ihe total number of pay- 
ments the |Kwfil note ouuprisftd about 
thirty -nine and tlie money order about 
sixty-one per cent The uaoual of the 
postal notes paid was $106,854, averaging

The Truth gives the following as a 
speech by a prominent New York jour- 
nalist, at a recent press dinner, in reply 
to the toast, "The Independent Press ! 

"There is no such thing in America 
as an independent press unless it is out 
in country towns. You are all slaves. 
You know it and I know it. There is 
not one Of you that dares to express an 
honest opinion. If you expressed it, 
you would, know beforehand that it 
would never appear in print. I am paid 
$150 for keeping honest opinions out of 
the paper I am connected with. Others 
of you are paid similar salaries for doing 
similar things. If I should allow honest 
opinions to he printed in one issue of 
my paper, befor* twenty-four hours my 
occupation would be gone. The man 
who would be so foolish as to write hon- 
est opinions would be out on the street 
hunting for another job. The business 
of a New York journalist is to distort 
truth, to lie outright, to pervert, to vilify, 
to fawn at the feet of Mammon and to 
daily bread or for what is about the same, 
his salary. You know this and I know 
it, and what foolery to be toasting an 
4 Independent Press.' We are the tools 
and vassals of rich men behind the 
scenes. We are jumping-jacks. They 
pull the string and we dance. Our time, 
our talents, out lives, our possibilities, 
are all the property of other men. We 
are intellectual prostitutes."

Two Meal* | Day. 

An exchange says : If any man or wo- 
man of forty-five or over not engaged in 
hard man.ial labor, especially the studi- 
ous, sedentary and indoor livers, would 
take but two meals u day for one month, 
the second not later than three in the 
afternoon, and nothing absolutely after- 
wards, except it tuL'ht l>e in BOOM 0MM 
an orange or a lemon, or cup of warm 
drink, such as te.i, broma, sugar, water 
or ice cream, there would be such a 
change for the better in the way of sound 
sleep, a feeling of refreshment, a feeling 
on waking of having rested, an appetite 
for breakfast, a buoyancy of disposition 
during the day, with geniality of temper 
and manner that few, except the animal 
and glutton, would be willing to go back 
to the fleahpots of Egypt. Ben Wude, 
one of the political lions of the west, has 
taken but two meals a duy for twenty 
years, and if all sedentary persons, those 
who are indoors a part of the time, 
would, after the age of forty-three, ob- 
serve the same inflexible rule, there can 
be no doubt, other things being equal, 
that long years of happy exemption from 
the ordinary ills of life would be the re- 
sult. The reason is that the stomach 
would be able to perforin its part more 
thoroughly, making purer blood, giving 
better sleep, securing good appetite for 
breakfast. Let any man try it for ten 
days, taking the second meal seven hours 
after the first, and abandon the praotiof 
if he can. _

London, Oct. 26.— The Cabinet has tlia- 
enssed the case of Missionary Shaw and 
decided that the proposition of the French 
Government to pay £1,000 indemnity to 
him and apologize to the British Govern- 
ment would be a satisfactory settlement of 
the matter. 

RUSSIA. , 

St. Pitersbcro, Oct. 26. — Arrests of 
Nihilists continue daily. Yesterday a 
number of students were arrested, and 
upon one of them was found a manifesto 
headed, " Executive Committee to the 
Czar." The document demand* general 
amnesty for political offenders, entire free- 
dom of the press and speech, and a Parlia- 
ment elected by the people. Unless these 
demands are complied wrth the writers 
threaten rebellion, vengeance upon the no- 
bility, and the death of the Czar. 

AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Oct. 26. — The Emperor Franz 
Josef has received several delegate* from 
Austro-IItwgary and the districts in the 
Southeast. They have represented the 
difficulties likely to grow out of the anti- 
emetic contest, and lutve advocated a 
peaceful solution of such local differences 
as exist between Austria, Bulgaria and 
Roumania. The Government is inclined 
more toward peace than are the Provinces, 
but the feeling on the eastern borders may 
lead to au outbreak and several measures 
have been decided npon to strengthen the 
Home Govern ment and place Austria in a 
position tw meet a war. Such measures as 
are proposed are considered of importance 
enough to demand an increase of the ordin- 
ary war budget

confirm the reports that the Cossack* are 
congregating at the German frontier 
threatening towns and villages on the 
bolder. Large .irafts of cavalry are being 
sent to protect the frontier.
